limit of the Canadian National Railway 
right-of-way; thence in a general north- 
easterly direction along the said easterly 
limit of the Canadian National Railway 
right-of-way to an intersection with the 
northerly boundary of the South Half of 
Section 34, Township 26; thence easterly 
along the northerly boundary of the 
South Half of Section 34, Township 26, 
to the easterly boundary of Section 34, 
Township 26; thence northerly along the 
easterly boundary of Section 34, Town- 
ship 26, to the westerly prolongation of 
the southerly boundary of Block A of 
Section 35, Township 26, Plan B 6244; 
thence easterly to and along the southerly 
boundary of said Block A, Plan B 6244, 
to the north-westerly limit of the Oka- 
nagan Highway; thence in a general 
north-easterly direction along the said 
north-westerly limit of the Okanagan 
Highway to the most southerly corner of 
Lot 1 of Section 35, Township 26, Plan 
2980: thence northerly along the westerly 
boundaries of Lot 1, Plan 2980, Block A, 
Plan 4410, and Lot 2, Plan 2946, of 
Section 35, Township 26, to the southerly 
limit of Exsmith Road; thence easterly 
along the southerly limits of Exsmith 
Road and Old Vernon Road to the west- 
erly limit of Morrison Road; thence 
southerly along the westerly limit of Mor- 
rison Road to the southerly boundary of 
Section 36, Township 26; thence westerly 
along the southerly boundaries of Sec- 
tions 36 and 35, Township 26, to the 
north-east corner of Lot 2 of Section 26, 
Township 26, Plan 4639, being the point 
of commencement; and all subdivisions 
thereof and all owners of land therein 
are incorporated into an improvement dis- 
trict under the “ Water Act” and subject 
to the provisions thereof and to the con- 
ditions hereinafter contained. 

2. The said improvement district shall 
be known as the “Rutland Fire Protec- 
tion District.” 

3. The objects of the said improvement 
district shall be the provision of fire 
protection and the acquisition, mainte- 
nance, and operation of works, buildings, 
and equipment for that purpose, and all 
things incidental thereto. 

4. There shall be five Trustees of the 
said improvement district. 

5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are twenty-one years of 
age or older and are entitled to be regis- 
tered as voters under the “ Provincial 
Elections Act ” and are owners of land in 
the tract of land hereinbefore described, 
and the persons qualified to be candidates 
at the said election shall be the persons 
qualified as aforesaid to vote and their 
wives and husbands. 


6. Mr. Enoch Mugford, P.O. Box 161, 
Rutland, B.C., shall be Returning Officer 
for the first election of Trustees. He 
shall call a general meeting of the persons 
who are qualified as aforesaid to vote and 
shall, at least seven days before the date 


of the said meeting, post in three con- 
spicuous places within the area herein- 
before described a notice signed by him 
giving the date, time, and place of hold- 
ing the said meeting. The Returning 
Officer shall be chairman of the said 
meeting, and subject to the provisions of 
clause 5 shall have power to determine 
whether or not any person who desires 
to vote is qualified to do so. He shall 
have power to determine the procedure 
to be followed at the said meeting and 
the method of taking the votes. Each 
qualified voter shall be entitled to cast 
one vote for each of five candidates. The 
Returning Officer shall declare the result 
of the election and shall notify the Comp- 
troller of Water Rights of the said result. 

7. The candidate elected as Trustee 
for whom the greatest number of votes 
is cast at the general meeting called pur- 
suant to clause 6 hereof shall hold office 
until the annual general meeting of 1962, 
the candidates elected for whom the sec- 
ond and third greatest numbers of votes 
are cast shall hold office until the annual 
general meeting of 1961, and the candi- 
dates elected for whom the fourth and 
fifth greatest numbers of votes are cast 
shall hold office until the annual general 
meeting of 1960, but should there be 
nominated no more than five candidates 
for the office of Trustee, or should any 
two or more candidates receive an equal 
number of votes, then the Returning Of- 
ficer shall have power to and shall declare 
which of the candidates are elected and 
which shall hold office until the next, 
the second, and the third succeeding 
annual general meetings respectively. 

8. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call 
a general meeting to be held between 
January Ist and May Ist in each year, 
except 1959, for the following pur- 
poses :— 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a 
report on conditions of the works 
and a statement of the financial 
condition of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the works or 
finances of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

To fix the remuneration of the 
Trustees for the ensuing year: 

To elect a Trustee or Trustees to 
succeed those whose terms of 
office expire coincident with the 
holding of such annual general 
meeting and to elect a Trustee or 
Trustees to fill any other vacancy 
Or vacancies that has or have 
occurred or is or are about to 
occur among the Trustees: 

To choose the auditor for the 
ensuing year.

has died, become insolvent or insane, and 
is entitled to be registered as a voter 
under the “Provincial Elections Act.”

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten day of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to
